The house group contended that 


the Bureau of Standards—as the 
testing ground for some of the 
nation's top secrets—"has become 
the target of espionage agents of 
numerous foreign powers " 


In its formal report made public 


last night, the committee noted 
that Condon had been appointed 
head of the bureau Nov. 5, 1945, 
on the recommendation of- Henry 
Wallace, then secretary of com- 
merce. 


Discussing Communists, the re- 


port said: 


"In this country they haven't 


gotten as far as 
they 
did in 


Czechoslovakia, 
but 
they 
got 


pretty far, because they got a man 
as vice president of the United 
States, and he is now a candidate 
for president, and he is the same 
man who recommended Dr. Con- 
don as director of the Bureau of 
Standards."

A Weekly Letter 
by Frank Priebo 


You sell your chickens live. 
You sell them directly to a 


poultry plant 
or to some buyer 


who. in turn, sells them to a 
poultry plant. 


They are dressed and packed for 


shipment to the markets. 


But 
before 
they're 
packed 


they're graded — sorted to size and 
quality are packed together in a 
box. 


I've never yet seen the time 


when we couldn't tell more A- 
grade poultry than we had. During 
the war, of course, it was no trick 
to sell any kind of poultry. B-grade 
chickens brought almost as much 
as the law allowed you to sell 
A-grade for. 


But not today. 
This last year B-grade dressed 


poultry was often sold for 10 and 
32 cents a pound less than A-grade 
birds. 
If it brought within live 


cents of the A-grade price, it was 
a wonderful sale. 


Poultry Will Be Graded 


You k^iow. as well as I do, that 


a lot of chickens that wre sold 
last year weren't very well fleshed. 
They were skin and bones — and 
not much meat. 


And you know, too, that in most 


cases those chickens brought as 
much per pound as good, meaty 
birds 


That isn't right. 
Actually, buyers in the country 


paid more 
for 
those 
scrawny 


chickens than they were worth. 
And because they paid too mucn 
for them, they couldn't pay enough 
for the really good birds. 


There is a big difference in value 


between A and B-grade dressed 
chickens. But this difference has 
been reflected in the prices paid 
for live poultry. 


This y^ar. however, I think it 


will be. I think you folks who 
really put some meat on your birds 
are going to get full value for 
them. 
But the birds that don't 


carry the flesh they should will 
be discounted — sharply. 


And that s as it should be. 
You wouldn't pay 
the 
same 


price for Ko. 2 corn as you would 
for No. 1. And if you were selling 
it you wouldn't expect to get the 
same price for it. 


When you sell a load of hogs or 


cattle, they're graded. 
The price 


you get depends on whether they're 
prime, choice, good, medium or 
poor. 


I'm sure 
poultry 
won't 
be 


separated into that many grades. 
But I'm equally sure it will be 
graded into two grades — No. 1 
and No. 2 or A-grade and B-grade. 
Call them what you will. 


You won't have much poultry 


to sell for several months yet. 
But I think you should know now 
that this year most poultry will 
be bought graded, as it should be. 


If it is. it's more important than 


ever that you get 
the 
kind of 


chicks that will grow into good, 
meaty birds.

father, recently converted to the 
Roman Catholic faith, may have 
his children instructed in that 
doctrine. 


When the parents, Ro.setta. and 


Roy Sharp of Rock Falls, were 
divorced 
in 
September, 
J946, 


custody of their five chaldron, ages 
three to II, \\as awarded to the 
father. At that time both patents 
were Protestants 


Later, the father leported to 


the court that he was unable to 
care for the children but that he 
had embraced the Catholic faith 
and asked that they be placed m a 
Catholic orphange. 


Mother Sought Children 


After the children were placed 


in 
St. 
Vincent's, 
a 
Catholic 


orphanage at Freeportt the mother 
sought their custody. 
She said 


she objected 
to 
their 
religious 


training at St. Vincent's. 


County Judge Walter J. Stevens 


of Whiteside ordered the children 
removed 
to 
Mt. 
Carmel, 
a 


Protestant institution, near Mor- 
rison. The father appealed from 
the custody judgment. 


In his ruling. Judge Stevens 


held that the children were too 
young to decide 
whether 
they 


wanted to change their religion. 
Families of both parents, he added, 
had been Protestants for genera- 
tions. 


Attorneys in the case say the 


Appelate court ruling might be a 
test of the state law which re- 
quires placing of dependent chil- 
dren In institutions of the same 
religious affiliations as that of 
their parents.

counsel, told a reporter he expect- 
ed the case would be in the hands 
of a federal district court jury 
by Wednesday or Thursday. 


He still refused to state whether 


Christoffel will be called to testily. 


Faces Six Lying Counts 


Christoffel is charged on six 


counts with lying. These include 
statements he made under oath 
that he had never been a Commu- 
nist, did not know Fred Blair ana 
Ned Sparks, both Wisconsin Com- 
munists, and that he had no Com- 
munist connections. 


Rogge said three and possibly 


four more witnesses will be called 
for the defense. The government 
rested its case Thursday. 


Six defense witnesses testified 


yesterday 
that 
Christoffel was 


known for his "truthfulness." 


All six said they were not Com- 


munists. Under cross examination 
by the government, however, three 
of these said they had signed a 
nominating petition for Sigmund 
Eisenscher, candidate for gover- 
nor in 1946 on the Wisconsin Com- 
munist party ticket. 


Refuse Entry of Statement 
Rogge and Judge Edward M. 


Curran have clashed repeatedly 
during the trial, now in its third 
week. 


The latest came when the'judge 


refused to permit Rogge to read 
to the jury a statement ma«e by 
Christoffel to the house labor com- 
mittee a year ago. 


Christoffel, m that statement, 


had criticized the Allis-Chalme-rs 
company. 
He is a former pres-

Rogge told the jury that th«
